More con- 
tributions will be coming in later, 
she said. 

Mrs. L. Dudley Phillips, presi- 
dent, conducted the business ses- 
sion, during which reporis were 
heard from the various committee 
chairmen. Mrs, Harry M. Wright, 
head of the sewing committee, is 
asking that all organizations re- 
presented in the auxiliary contact 
her to talk over sewing schedules, 

Mrs. Norman §S. Lawson, pro- 
gram chairman, presented Dr. A, 
A. Aita, hospital administrator, 
who addressed the group on “New 
Horizons for the Hospital.” 

Ten years ago the hospital 
counted 22 patients as a daily 
average, while now the average is 
70. The annual budget is now 
$250,000 in comparison with $70,- 
000 10 years ago. 80,600 patients 
have been given care, and $120,- 
000 have heen spent for improve- 
ments and new equinment, not 
counting additions to the building, 
The yearly average of babies has 
increased from 200 to 600, he said. 

Dr. Aita told of the special care 
given to all case records, which 
are kept in a specially-built fire- 
proof building at the rear of the 
hospital. 

He stressed the serious short- 
age of doctors, which is steadily 
increasing because of war casual- 
ties. i 
The hospital] laboratory has pre- 
pared gallons of serum to combat 
poliomyelitis, and has enough 
blood plasma on hand to meet any 
emergency. By another year, Dr. 
Aita hopes to be able to offer a 


one-package hospital plan, which — 


will include doctors’ fees.
